for his most simple and comprehen- 
sive method of training youth to hab- 
its of thrift and economy, says 
the 


Kennegec Journal.

savings banks ware Introduced -Into 
the schools of France and Belgium 
I'nder the patronage of their govern- 
nifcnts. So popular did this safeguard 
against waste and vice become that
